Jul to them, or that the AG it ſelf ſhall be found defective in ſome points neceſſary for the carrying on 
of the intended findl Settlement, and not cleerly enough determined and provided for by this Ad, 
the Commiſſioners, or any three or more of thenz, ſhall and may by writing under their Hands and 
Seals, acquaint the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governoiir or Covernours of Ireland and Coun- 
cal there for the time being, with their proceedings, and the doubts ariſing thereupon, and the defeds 
appexrring in this preſent AG, and ſuch order of amendment, iulargement of periods, explanation or

And be it further Enaed by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Decrees made by the Commiſſioners for 
execution of the ſaid former 4d, whereby any Proteſtant or Proteſtants have been declared Innocent, 

Hall be, and are hereby abſolutely confirmed : and alſo that all Decrees whereby any Papiſt or Papiſts 
have been declared Innocent, aud which ſhall be taken out within three Moneths after the firſt ſitting 
of the Commiſſioners for execution of this preſent Ad, ſhall be, and are hereby abſolutely confirmed, 
according to the tenor, purport and effet# of the ſame, except. as therein after is excepted. - Wi 

We the ſaid Commiſſioners taking into ce nſideration, the great and manifeſt prejudice that may 
ariſe unto the perſons therein concerned, if by the ſhortneſs of the time limited, they ſhall be 
prevented from taking out their Decrees, do humbly propoſe unto your Grace and the Counci!, 

That the ſaid period of three Moneths, beginning from the firſt fitting of the Commiſſioners. may 

be inlarged unto the twentieth day of May next enſuing, or ſuch cther day as to your Wiſdoms 
ſhall ſeem meet.
